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THE  CONVERSION  OF  THE   ENGLISH    DEBT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Finance  Committee,

The  question  now  under  yoar  ootMidemiJon  is  of  such  great  importance  that  1 
deem  it  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  the  following  few  remarks  thereon. 

This  project  of  the  conversion  of  the  English  debt  is  not  new ;  it  dates  from  1)^1. 
At  the  time  I  assumed  tbe  office  of  City  Treasurer  I  studied  attentively  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city  and  I  very  soon  became  convinced  that  in  the  face  of  the 
obligations  to  be  met  every  year,  it  was  impossible  with  the  existing  revenue  to  onrry 
on  the  municipal  business  with  regularity  and  advantage. 

Itwas  absolutely  necessary  either  to  increase  our  revenue  or  diminish  our 
expenses  by  every  means  in  our  power. 

To  increase  the  revenue  was  almost  impose'  '.e.  When  it  is  a  matter  of  expen- 
diture, every  one  goes  into  it  heartily  ;  but  talk  of  increasing  the  revalue  in  proportion 
to  these  expenditures  and  it  is  quite  another  thing.  Every  one  hesitates,  holds  back, 
and  flinally  refuses.  There  is  the  source  and  the  cause  of  all  the  misfortunes  of  the 
Corporation  for  a  great  many  years. 

It  only  remained  then  to  find  the  means  of  reducing  as  much  as  possible  not  only 
the  expenses  of  administration,  of  the  Police,  the  Fire  Brigade,  the  Markets,  the  Beads, 
bat  also  and  above  all  the  heavy  load  of  interest  and  sinking  fimd  we  have  to  pay 
every  year.  This  was  our  only  resouice. 

With  this  in  view,  I  suggested  in  my  report  for  t8''0-yi  different  changes,  and

■-•/  The  total  is  therefore  £6.Vi,md.UA'}  stg.  or  $-;,07!i,090  «nd  not  $.V0'.>,167.6:U8 
given  by  many  who  hare  written  on  the  question  and  who  hare  taken  the  present 
value  of  the  debt  for  the  debt  itself 

The  interest  on  these  debentures  is  at  6  ^jq  with  the  exception  of  the  last  isslie  ; 
of  £4i>,'iOQ,  which  is  at  .'>  o^q  interest. 

The  commission  for  the  payment  at  London  of  the  interest  every  six  months, 
and  of  <he  principal  when  it  becomes  due,  is  ^  percent,  ;  .  . 

The  amount  paid  every  year  for  interest  and  commission  is  $]i^:^,4ri>:^.-IO. 

Now  if  we  consider  as  so  many  different  debts  all  the  Anoounts  the  Corporation 
has  to  pay- every  six  months  in  interest,  commission  and  capital,  to  the  taist  which 
becomes  due  in  1913,  and  if  we  discount  these  several  debts,  or  bring  them  to. their 
present  value,  we  find  that  the  present  value  of  all  these  s'nms  is  |:s,40'.\10;.(iX 
Therefore  this  is  the  amount  we  would  have  to  pay  if  we  could  rid  ourselves  of  it  at . 
once  by  borrowing  at  T)  O/q.  .  ..   .     i 

.    But  if  we  cannot  do  it  in  this  way,  why  should  we  not  arrive  at  the  same  result 
with  the  aid  of  a  powerful-monetary  institution?   ~  .  ~. 

I  proposed,  thefore,  to  find  in  France  or  England  an  institution  which  would 
charge  itself  with  our  obligations  lowai-ds  our  english  creditors  and  pay  regularly  for 
lis  the  half-yearly  iutcrest,  the  commission  and.the  capital  when  due  (or  before,  if  it 
finds  a  &vorabIe  opportunity,  by  mutual  agreement  and  little  by  little. of  redeeming' 
the  debentures  in  England,  but  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  project).  In  rdtum^ . 
we-  would  owe  to  this  institution  a  new  debt  of  $:!,402,M>7.6:S  which  would  h«  ,- 
extinguiRh«i  at  the  end  of  CO  years  by  means  of  annuities,  ftnd  at  the  )«te  o{li^j„  . 
sinking  fund  included.  / 

It  is  plain  that  the  obligations  given  by  the  Coit>oration  coald  not  be  placed  on 
thth  market  They  would  be  good  only  for  the  institution  which  would  charge  itadf 
with  our  debt,  and  they  would  lose  their  vahie  from  the  moment  this  instittrtion 
wquld  oeaset  to  fulfil  its  engag  jmonts  towards  our  English  creditors,  ^  ."

They  might,  for  instence,  h«  190,  each  of  which  would  comprise  th6  amoaniof  half 
tEe  annuity.  Every  half  year,  the  institution  would  send  us .  one  of  these  1*^0  ohHga* 
tions  or  one  of  these  1  *iO  coupons,  and  we  would  send  to  Pa;ris  the  amount  of  this  hall 
annuity. 

The  guarantee  to  be  obtained,  and  of  which  so  much  is  said,  appears  to  me  little 
l^eeded.  Everysixmonths  we  send  to  London  ^1)7129.20  to  pay  the  coupons  coming 
dueon  the  1st  January  and  fst  of  July.  Before  remitting  our  letters  of  exchange  to 
England  do  we  exact  of  the  London  and  CoutUp  Bank  and  of  the  Clydetdale  Sank 
guarantees  that  they  will  fiuthfully  pay  these  coupons  on  presentation?  That  would 
be  something  new.  Why  then  should  we  exact  it  of  the  OontpMr  d^Egcompte,  since  the 
amount  we  would  remit  it  would  be  very  nearly  the  same  as  that  which  we  send  to 
England  every  six  months  and  the  Comptoir  dEscompte  would  only  have  to  take  thigf 
amount  and  send  it  to  London  for  us  ?  / 

Moreover,  supposing  we  exact  such  a  guarantee,  it  could  only  be  for  thb  sum  of 
a  half  annuity  and  would  beno  longer  necessary  at  the  end  of  seven  yews,  as  at  that 
time  the  Institution  would  have  paid  for  us  half  a  million  of  dollars,  the  first  debt 
due  in  IdlhJ. 

In  1832,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Langelier  drafted  a  bill  and  after  great  efforts,  and  a 
struggle  which  is  still  romembei-ed,- had  it  passed,  by  which  the  Corporationwas  au- 

-  thorised  to  make  this  transaction,  the  limited  time  being  <\h  yeara  and  the  rate  i>  O/q. 
This  was  done  with  the  view  of  allowing  a  large  reduction  in  the  rate  by  pro- 
longing the  annuities  to  65  years,  or  of  diminishing  the  time  if  we  could  pay  as  much 

"as  6%.  >      . 

I  go  into  all  thess  details  in  order  that  the  transaction,  which  up  to  now  appears 
to  be  little  understood,  maybe  fuUy  comprehended,  and  that  the  press  and  all  those 
who  seriou^y  busy  themselves.with  municipal  affairs  may  be  enabled  to  stuSy  this 
Important  question. 

The  financial  crisis  which  occurred  in  Fi-anee  at  this  date_  rendered  this  conversion 
altogctherimpossible. 

Nevertheless,  the  idea  was  not  abandoned.  Mr.  L.  N.  Carrier,  of  Levis,  among 
others,  Who  came  many  times  to  my  office  to  be  made  conversant  with  the  project  in 
all  its  details,  interested  himself  actively  in  it  during  his  several  voyages  to  Europe. 
▲  citizen  of  Quebec,  who  at  the  time  crossed  over  to  France,  was  requested  too  by  the 
then,  Mayor,  Mr.  Brousseau,  to  occupy  himself  with  this  question  "and  at  the  time  of 
his  returning  to  Canada,  he  delegated,  I  have  been  assured,  to  Mr  Wiallard  his  full 
powers  and  induced  him  to  continue  his  work  and  his  enquiries.  This  gentleman 
engaged  in  it  with  so  much  seal  that  to^ajr  he  informs  us  that  he  has  found  oa^  of  the

Indeed  Kiliy  does  the  Corporation  seek  tliis  eoarersion  of  the  BngUshdeht? 
Btldently  with  the  double  ob|ect  of  diminishing  in  a  sensible  manner  the  amount  of 
interest  and  sinking  fuadto  pay  every  year,  and  of  avoidii^  «  serious  augmentation 
ol'tluceR,  iuvring  become  obligatory,  but  which  the  diffiqult  eircumsfamees  in  wiiich 
/;our  population  is  placed,  hardly  permits  us  to  exact.  If  tiie  Corporation  does  not 
obtain  these  two  advantages  it  is  clear  it  would  be  wrong  to  bind  itself  thus  for  60 
yean  and  give  up-  every  chanee  of  seiung  later  on  a  raally  favourable  opportunity. 

I  have  said  inacceptable  and  here  is,  why.  According  to  the  proposition  made  to 
OS,  £4 1,U0U  (instead  of  X41,U7U  las.  yd  ,  tiie  exact  amount  at  i>i  "^Jq  on  £m»,07b 
lUs.  lOd  )  we  will  have  to  pay  in  France  every  year  ||9y,r>:K{.;{3 ;  we  pay  inEngkMtd 
evdiy  ye«ri$ti!):{,45ti.U).  Wemurt  tfaer^fore  pay  |l6,(>f4J)a  more  than -we  aetmdly 
pay.  Oanwe  do  this?  Certainly  no,  since  with  our  present  revenue  We  pay  with 
difficulty  the  9  Ld:i,4.iti.4(J  interest.  . 

To  pay  this  additional  $1(|,(H)0  we  must  of  absolute  necessity  increase  our  revenuA 
by  so  much.    But  ii  we  increase  the  revenue  $i(i,uu6  to  make  the  conversion  Jit  the  ■ 
rate  proposed,  why  should  we  not  take  this  amount  for  the  sinking  fund  and  chaige 
ourselves  with  the  work  of  extinguishing  our  debt  in  «iU  years. 

This  amount  of  $l<t,OUO  placed  at  4  per  cent  either  in  the  Savings  Bankor  in 
Federal,  Local  or  Municipal  bonds,  would  be  more-  than  sufficient  to  p^y  our  delrt  in 
(iO  years ;  $m,00a  even  would  suffice.  ,  ,  ^

Another  advantage  which  well  merits  consideration  is  that  there  is  not  a  doubt 
hut  when  our  debentures  become  due  it  will  be  easy  to  renew  theni  at  5  per  cent  for 
the  balance  of  the  60  years,  and  we  would  thus  save  1  per  cent,  which  would  diminish 
by  BO  much  the  $183,458.40  to  be  paid  every  year. 

Moreover,  and  that  certainly  is  something,  and  worthy  our  serious  consideration, 
we  would  be  free  to  take  advantage  of  any  good  opportunity  that  may  present  itself 
later,  and  no  doubt  this  occosion  would  arise  between  Cixis  and  189J2,  when  the  first  of 
our  debentures  become  due.

The  present  slnkfogr  <^nd  is  too  high,  for  the  English  detil  -alone  ft  Is  !|.'>6,00Q. 
Tor,  it  must  not  be  ignore^  this  sinking  fbnd  is  not  1  per  cent  fbralt  the  debentures 
as  some  have  written,  there  are  debentures  which  bear  i{,  S,  and  even  ii  percent. 

However  to  conform  to  law  this  sinking  fund  was  put  aside  for  some  years,  but 
here  pi  what  happened.  We  put  tiie  sinking  fund  say  $73,000  to  $75,000  in  reserve  at 
^or4per««iU. 
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fint'W  there  was  nearly  nothing  left  for  general  administration,  vix.,  Police,  Fire,' 
Street  and  Market  cleansing,  we  borrowed  as  large  an  amount,  for  which  we  paid 
from  7  to  N  per  cent.  The  thing  was  so  absurd  that  a  law  was  passed  by  the  present 
Uaypr,  the  Honorable  F.  Langelier,  which  relieved  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  ridicul" 
ouBobligation  which  was  imposed  upon  him  and  by  which  we  lost  4  per  cent,  at 
lemt. 

Every  intelligent  mnn  will  understand  that  the  accusation  continually  brought 
against  the  Corporation,  for  not  reserving  a  sinking  fund,  foils  of  itself  before  the 
reftl  impossibility  of  the  Coi-poration  to  take  that  sinking  fund  from  the  revenue. 

But  if  to  accept  the  proposed  offer  we  must  absolutely  increase  our  revenue,  why 
should  we  not  increase  it  equally  so  and  provide  ourselves  for  our  sinking  fund? 
This  seems  to  me  to  be  very  simple.  In  that  case  the  law  which  would  allow  this 
increase  should  specify  that  this  increase  should  be  altogether  devoted  to  the  sinking 
fur.d.  We  could  even  make  a  special  tax  for  it,  under  the  title  of  Sinking  Fund  Taxi 
M  is  done  for  schools.  .^ 

Now  let  us  f^eal  with  the  other  accusation  ;  the  sinking  fund  is  badly  disposed  of. 
Although  I  am  completely  opposed  to  the  buying  of  bank  stocks  for  the  investment 
of  our  sinking  fund,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  unjust  to  be  too  severe  on  what  has 
been  done  in  the  past  We  too  easily  forget  that  the  time  at  which  the  bank  stocks 
were  bought  by  the  Corporation  with  the  sinking  fund,  general  confidence  was  placed 
in  these  stocks,  the  dividends  were'  magniflcetit  and  the.  stocks  themselves  were 
quoted  at  considerable  premiums.  Every  body  hastened  to  invest  their  savings,  ttie 
result  of  their  labor,  in  these  stocks,  which  were  at  that  time  in  great  demand,  and 
many  of  those  who  to-d(iy  criticise,  very  probably  then  applauded  the  investment, 
and  in  all  sincerity.  The  Corporation  followed  their  example  and  moreover  was  au- 
thorised to  do  so  by  law.  Unfortunately  a  sad  experience  has  shown  to  the  Corpon^ . 
tion  the  danger  of  such  investments,  and  proved  that  these,  bank  stocks,  exposed  as 
they  are  to  rise  and  foil,  and  to  the  continuous  fluctuations  of  the  market,  and  some- 
times to  something  worse,  should  never  serve  as  an  investment  for  qur  sinking  fund. 
Besides,  for  a  number  of  years  there  is  no  longer  question  of  purchasing  bank  stock, . 
the  law  is  totally  opposed  to  it  and  experience  shows  the  danger  of  such  investments. 

I  must  add  that  the  sinking  fund,  which  was  temporarily  deposited  in  bank  since 
'I  have  been  City  Treasurer,  has  served  to  redeem  the  debentures  which  mature  every 
six  months ;  these  debentures  were  nearly  all  at  7  per  cent.

I  close  those  remarks  by  declaring  that  if  I  consider  the  conversion  of  the  En^ 
gUsh  debt  at  5  °Iq  or  :>  ^i^  and  a  small  fraction  as  really  advahtageons  to  the  Cor- 
poration, I  firmly  believe,  on  the  other  iiand,  that  it  is  not  advantageous  on  the 
conditions  that  are  proposed  to  us,  l.\  °j^. 

If  then  we  cannot  obtain  a  sensible  reduction  in  the  rate  asked,  I  believe  it  would 
be  better  in  the  interest  of  the  ratepayers  and  of  the  city  to  hold  to  the  mode  which 
I  submit :  Increase  our  revenue  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  able  to  reserve  every  year  an 
amount  varying  from  $13,000  to  |IC,000  ;  deposit  that  amount  in  Federal,  Local,  or 
Municiiml  debentures ;  renew  our  dtbentures  at  maturity  for  the  number  of  yean 
remaining  on  the  CO  years ;  in  short  keep  our  liberty  and  wait  for  a  favorable  occa^ 
sion.  If  otu:  future  is  now  to  bo  pledged  without  a  great  and  important  advantage 
we  sliall  certainly  have  ground  to  regret  it  before  long. 

These  are  the  remarks  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  submit  to  you,  convinced 
t^t  they  are  in  the  interest  of  the  city.

To  Hit  Worship  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen  and  Couneillor*  of  the  Citif  (^f  Quebee, 
Gbntlbmik, 

My  intention  was  to  submit  to  you,  without  comment,  my  annual  report  for 
1688-84. 

To  repeat  the  same  thing  year  after  year  ;  to  deplore  certain  irro^larities  without 
the  hope  of  seeing  them  checlced ;  to  suggest,  but  always  in  vain,  the  only  means  of 
Remedying  a.radical  defect  of  our  administration,  becomes  tiresome,  both  for  him  who 
makes  those  remarks  and  for  thom  tu  whom  they  are  addressed. 

However,  the  question  of  th}  Conversion  of  tho  English  debt  having  led  me  to 
apeak  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Cor{K>ration,  I  deem  it  my  duty  once  again 
by  resuming  what  I  have  said  in  preceding  reports,  to  direct  your  attention  and  that 
of  the  public  to  this  difficult  position 

The  radical  defect  in  our  administration  con<<tHtH,  in  the  considerable  dispropor- 
tion which  exists  for  year<i  l»i>tweon  the  revenue  and  tlie  expenditure.  Tliis  difference 
which  naturally  tends  to  incre.ise  on  account  yf  the  additional  interest  that  it  requires, 
every  year,  will  very  soon  become  a  real  danger  which  we  shall  then  have  to  fitoe, 
however  tbrmidablo  it  may  have  become.

-A  moment  comes  when  hesitation  can  no  longer  be  indulged  in  and,  cost  what  It  may, 
a  ram3dy  ha4 13  b3  applied  to  thonvi',  thnt{h  this  remedy  ba  of  the  most  violent 
nature.    Why  not  socio  it  atone?. 

What  are  the  causes  of  this  difforanse  between  the  rejeipts  and  disbursements? 

Ex^dently  thoninallnosRofour  rev.)n:i  *,  but  also  the  lar^e  amount  taken  every 
f  «nr  91U  «(  UUi  revottUQ  fur  interest  and  sinkiug  faui.    After  thu  iatoreit  and  Making 
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ftmd  have  been  provided  for  tkere  is  really  not  enough  left  for  llie  general  reqniie- 
mlBiktlof  the  departments,  and  notwithstanding,  those  departments  shoold  not  exceed 
ttic  appropriations  placed  at  their  credit  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  yeari 

The  custom  with  the  majority  of  the  committees  of  acting  otherwise  is  not  only 
illegal,  but  leads  to  giave  embarrassment.    This  is  what  formerly  placed  the  Corpo- 
ration in  such  a  deplorable  plight,  and  what  will  inevitably  recur  very  soon  if  not 
,  guarded  against 

i  most  certainly  do  not  mean  to  say  that  there  is  any  extravagance  ;  &r  from 
it,  The  ameliorations  being  carried  out  are  all  useful,  neceseary,  and  ■  executed,  I 
believe,  with  economy,  but  are  means  taken  to  pay  the  cost  of  them  ?  There  is  the 
whole  question. 

The  Corporation  is  just  now  laying  down  a  new  water  pipe  at  the  cost  of  half  a 
million  of  dollars.  This  was  necessary,  indispensable,  and  had  to  be  done  at  any 
cost,  it  is  admitted.  But  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  this  an^elioration,  ninkipg  fund 
included,  is  thirty  thousand  dollars  a  year  and  the  augmentation  in  the  water  revenue 
( ISi  cts.  in  the  %  in  place  of  10  cents)  will  give  but  twenty  thousand  dollar^.  Wheno<* 
■hall  ^e  take  the  |10,000  that  are  wa|iting ?  Does  this  cost  us  f^  thought? 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Road  Committee  receives  some  |i:{0,000  fiw ' 
itd  eypeasea  during  the  year,  the  Committee  spends  from  50  to  |00,0(K*,  where  are 
Wa  to  get  the  difference?  I  admit  that  the  Committee  does  not  get  enough,  hilt  in 
fi|p(  tiM  Oounoil  cannot  vote  mors,  obliged,  as  it  is,  to  stick  to  the  law,  and  haw  i(j. 
credits  or  appropriations  on  the  revenue  of  the  preceding  year,  tbo  Cofnniittee  shonl4 
r«M|t  latisfled  with  its  appropriation  or  see  that  steps  be  tal^en  to  increase  the  revenue 

Bo  with  the  other  departments. 

All  these  annual  deficits  in  most  of  the  departments  create,  it  is  evident,  a  floating 
debt  and  will  very  soon  render  our  position,  which  is  yet  good,  a  very  precarioos  one. 

At  my  entry  to  the  Corporation,  in  187?^,  a  floating  debt  of  half  a  million  of 
dollars,  consisting  of  notes  overdue  for  which  we  paid  7  toH<i;0  interest,  paralysed 
all  progress  and  had  destroyed  the  credit  of  the  Corporation.  The  Legislature  helped 
fortunately  to  regulate  this  position  by  authorising  debentures  to  be  issued.  Since, 
it  is  titleless  to  conceal  it,  we  have  been  able  to  avoid  a  new  floating  debt  and  meet 
tha  4eflcitii,  thanks  only  to  extraordinary  resources.  The  sale  of  the  Palais  gave  ua 
|I4  t,Oon,  the  Tasmanian  debentures  |4:!,0U0,  say  $18*^,000,  this  is  what  has  saved  the 
position  and  prevented  the  fl<)ating  debt  for  a  certain  number  of  years.  These  ra- 
re now  exhausted  and  we  must  look  elsewhere  without  delay.

Lait  jaar,  the  Mayor,  backed  by  the  OoudcU,  made  a  bold  eibit  to  dmngw  our 
old  and  supemnnuated  system  of  taxation  and  replace  it  by  a  rational  systAB,  creiy^ 
wiMHre  adopted,  wad  which  would  enable  tite  Cprporatioa  to  augment  Ua  reTenneand 
yroA,  e^ergoticajly  fpr  the  futoie  of  Quebee.  But  ia  fitco  of  a  relentless  opposition 
w|)ii?M  «P^  P»ly  resisted  every  ameadncnt  but  was  eren  on  the  point  (^carrying  a 
curtailment  of  tb«  powen  already  possessed  by  the  Corpomtioi]^  the  bill  had  to  be 
withdrawn. 

Certainly  this  was  a  check  to  be  regretted  ;  bat  does  it  follow  that  we  must  be 
discouraged  and  abandon  all  hope  Of  obtaining  |astioe  for  the  Corporation  ? 

"By  no  means. 

What  shonld  be  done  flrst  of  all  is  to  force  erery  one  to  realise  the  position.  To 
do  that,  let  erery  amelioration  be  suspended ;  let  us  attend  strictly  to  the  indispen- 
sable requirements  and  holding  to  the  law ;  under  no  pretext  exceed  the  appropriations 
voted,  however  insufficient  they  be.  Perhaps  then  those  who  are  constantly  asking 
for  improvements,  who  at  every  moment  worry  the  council  with  their  exactionu,  whq 
would  disburse  right  and  left  while  withholding  from  the  Council  the  power  of  rais- 
ing the  necessary  funds,  would,  at  last,  understand  that  works  cannot  be  executed' 
without  funds,  and  they  would  come  te  the  assistance  of  the  Council ;  for  whoever 
desires  a  work  should  provide  the  ways  and  means. 

Certainly  I  am  not  and  have  never  been  an  advocate  of  increasing  the  taxes,  but, 
I  maintain  thit  the  city  should  honor  its  obligations,-  pay  for  all  works  undertaken 
and  aot  be  continually  lU  the  mercy  of  money  lenders. 

But  how  will  the  Corporation  succeed  in  restoring  an  equilibrium  in  our  finances, 
in  putting  a  stop  to  deficits  at  the  close  of  each  year  ?  Here  are  some  of  the  means. 

AUGMENTATION  OP  THE  REVENUE

be,  in  all  requet*,  an  exceptional  city. 

fio  Tax  oh  movearlk  pkoprrtv. --  Abolinh  the  19}  conts  or  busitt«Mi  tax  and  rephce 
It  by  a  tax  on  the  value  of  moveable  or  perfmnal  property,  as  is  done  in  the  Utiitrd 
tMlttM,  iA  OatMlo,  *e  ,k(i  1  have  alroad*  treated  this  question  in  my  prcvions  re- 
ports, partlcukrly  that  of  tf^l-9^.  I  know  that  I  toujh  a  delk«te,  not  to  ~s«y  a  bam- 
ia^t^'f.  i(i««.  bMtiafltMif  we  wantto  iiioi'eaAe  •nrrevease  we  must  s|kpl^  in  soma 
4i||ht  wfty  tA  thws«  who  have  ik» 
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cbonld  modify  the  law  that  forbids  expending  mom  fhan  the  revenae  of  thQ 
preceding  year  and  raise,  by  means  of  a  tax  not  exceeding  1^  ^Iq  ^^  the  tutal^TsIne  of 
moveable  and  immovable  property,  the  revenue  deemed  necesUQr  at  ttwoaviBeace* 
ment  of  the  fiscal  year. 

3°  Watbb  WoaKS.— 'What  is  called  the  water  rate  is  not  a  tax,  it  is  the  price  of  a 
merchantable  article  whicli  the  Corporation  has  taken  upon  itself  to  sell  to  the  tax- 
payers. It  is  then  but  just  thaf  the  Corporation  should  sell  this  merchandise  at  such 
a  price  as  will  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  construction  and  the  running  expenses. 
It  is  also  just  that  all  those  who  profit  by  it,  in  one  form  or  anothoy  either  for  personal 
use,  or  protection  against  fire,  or  diminished  insurance  rates,  shoald  pay  in  proportion 
to  the  benefit  conferred.    Tnere  is  a  good  deal  to  be  done  in  this  respect. 

4°  PROPEttTiES  EXEMPT  FRou  TAXATION. — The  Corporation  should  obtain  some  aid 
from  those  properties,  either  in  tho  way  of  ptiyment  for  water  or  otherwise.  Our  city 
is  in  a  position  altogether  exceptional,  in  that  respect.  A  fourth  of  the  property  is 
exempt  fiom  taxes. 

Besides  the  properties  of  religious  communities  $2,:f8r),n00  there  is  the  Fede- 
ral government  $>,0 7-1,000  and  the  local  government  !Si'.>7(>,()00.  Furthermore  the  lat- 
ter adds  to  the  municipal  burthen  by  making  us  pay  for  :— 

The  Jail  &  Jury  Fund.       -  ' 

The  Jail  Guard. 
The  Vagrants. 
The  Insane. 

The  Erection  of  a  Court  house. 

Besides  the  loss  of  the  tavern  licenses  which  formerly  were  a  source  of  good 
revenue. 

CURTAILING  THE  EXPENDITURE, 

ii 

'>.  CoNTGRSioN  OF  TUG  E.voLisii  uEiiT. — It  is  indispdnsably  necessary  to  convert  tho 
English  debt  in  order  to  lessen  in  a  perceptible  manner  the  amount  of  interest  and 
sinking  fund  paid  every  year,  but  this  convdTsion  must  be  oifected  at  a  rate  barely  ex- 
ceeding r>  0/0,  which  I  think  posxible.  But  if,  contrary  to  my  opinion,  this  cannct  be 
done  just  now,  wo  should,  while  waiting  for  u  favorable  opportunity,  set  aside  only 
l:Mo  110,000  for  sinking  fund,  as  I  suggest  in  my  report  on  tho  Conversion  of  the 
English  debt 

With  re<ipect  to  this  conversion  of  the  English  debt  I  ought  to  say  that  I  have  not 
one  word  nor  one  figure  to  retract  or  to  change  in  the  report  I  submitted  to  tho  Finance 
Committee,  and  which  I  now  publish  appended  to  these  remarks.  When  the  qu'jstion 
shall  be  seriously  discussed  before  tho  Finance  Committee,  I  shall  then,  if  invited, 
answer  any  objections  that  may  ba  raised  ;  and  that  will 'be  an  easy  matter. 


6.  Thk  Qusbw  DBBT.—Sell  oar  bank  sluurei  little  bjIitUe  and  as  necessity  denuuidfl,^ 
and  with  the  proceeds  redeem  the  debentures  becoming  due  at  Qaebeo  eyeiy  six 
months.  The  amount  of  our  bank  shares  being  almost  equal  to  thosie  debenturei^  we 
wonld'liave  no  longer  to  provide  for  a  sinking  fund. 

''.  PsBMAintNT  DEBBNTUBEs.—Bedeem  our  permanent  debentures  by  paying  a  rea- 
sonable premium.  If  they  could  not  be  redeemed  this  way,  get  a  law  passed  through 
the  Legislature  converting  them  into  terminable  debenturea  bearing  the  same  mte  of 
interest  and  redeemable  in  20  or  3(>  years. 

I  shall  again  say  that  in  general  there  is  too  much  of  a  dis^Mwition  to  vote  for 
issuing  debentures  without  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  sinking 
fund.  Each  time  an  important  amelioration  or  a  laige  subscription  to  some  great 
enterprise  is  demanded,  the  taxpayers  should  be  consulted  and  informed,  before  any 
debentures  are  issued,  that  there  will  be  an  additional  tax  of  so  much  in  the  dollar 
to  pay.  . 

In  conclusion  I  should  say  that  some  of  my  remarks  may  be  found  inopportune, 
but  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  point  out  clearly  the  dangers  of  the  position^  so  that  they 
be  guarded  against

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR. 

To  His  Worship  the  Muyor,  the  Aldermen  arid  CounoillorB  *oJ 
the  City  of  Quebec, 

-  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  liave  examined  and  olieoked  the  Books,  Voa- 
cliers  and  Accounts  of  tlie  Corporation,  Water  Works,  BniliflTs  Department 
and  Recorder's  Court,  for  tlie  Civ',  Year  ending  •'iOth  April  1884,  and  liave 
found  tliA  same  to  be  correct,  with  the  exception  of^those  errors  in  ealouhi- 
tious,  &e.,  discovered  in  some  of  the  Assessment  Books  and  the  difference 
existing  in  tlie  Ledgers  of  tlie  Bailiff's  Department,  all  of  wliiuh  were  diily 
ropurted^ 

Ou  the  30t1i  April  last,  in  the  presence  of  the  Chairman  of  tiie  Finance  Com- 
mittee, I  counted  the  Cash  remaining  in  the  custody  of  tlie  City  Treasurer, 
amounting  to  Eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  six  dollars  and  seventy 
three  cents  {9ll,l46.7''i)  ami   have  subsequently  compared   this  sum  with  the  " 
Cash  Book  balance^f  that  date  and  found  it  to' lie  correct. 

The  AsaeB.«inent  and  othor  ai^xiliary  B(K>ks  are  kept  re^^ularly  Oiilled  over 
aodohroked  with  the  Cash  Bixdc  ;  1  would  here  take  the  opportunity  of  recoiu- 
iiieudiug  that  thecalculatiinis,  &c.,  as  made  by  the  Assessors  sliyuld  be  checked 
carefiilly  he/ore  their  Books  are  received  by  the  City  Treasurer,  as  errors 
are  found  in  some  of  the  oalculations,  rates,  &c.,  when  calling  over  the  pay- 
ments during  the  year ;  in  consequonoo  claims  have  to  bt»  made  when  amounts 
have  been  short  paid,  and  .the  money  refunded  in  cases  of  over-payment,  all 
this  unpleasantness  and  labor  might  be  avoitled  by  having  these  Books. properly 
checked  over. 

As  required  by  the  By-Law  defining  my  duties  as  City  Auditor,  I  have  to 
report  that . none  of  the  o£&c<'rs  of  the  Corporation  are  at  present  under  Bonds 
of  Settnrity  or  Guarantee  of  any  kind. 

There  is  a  difference,  as  previously  mentioned,  of  $103.56  between  the  Led- 
I  gora  of  the  Bailiffs  Department  and  the  amount  at  Credit  in  the  City  Trojisurer's 
jaiuronui,  this  error  iftay  have  arisoii  from  somu  amount  wliioh  was  rewived,  but 
I  not  appliml  to  tho  account  or  accounts  in  the  Bailiffs  Leigt'rtt;  it  was  found 
I  on    taking  out  a  Balance  Sheet  last  {all  and  duly  reported  at  the  time.
